been thus difplayed, it will be proper, in the next 
Place, to fhew his Injuftice, his falfe and wicked Arts 
in difguifing the material Parts of the Story, and fap- 
prefling the fpecificke Guilt of Marfoai d' Ancre: For, 
were his Crimes laid open, then there would be no 
Hopes that a Minitter innocent of thofe Crimes, could 
be murdered after this barbarous Manner; but when no 
other Objections are alledged againft him than his Fa- 
vour, his Power, and Unpopularity, then it may be 
hoped, that a jealous and incenfed Multitude taking 
this to be a juftifiable Caufe, may think theméelves au- 
thorized, by the Example brought from France, to 
murder, butcher, and broil the Body of any other Mini- 
fter, who hath the fame Friends at Court, and Enemies 
among the Rabble. 

Te judicious and .incomparable Mo Baye, 
who gives us the Story which Fog hath sented mif- 
quoted, tells us, in his Article of Concino Concint, 
that this miferable Man was born at Florence, where his 
Father, from a mere Notary, became Secretary of State. 
Being thus an Alien and Foreigner, he was brought into 
France by Mary de Medicis, Wife of Henry the Fourth, 
and at firft was only Gentleman to that Princefs, but 
afterwards was made her Mafter of the Horfe. He was 
raifed in her Favour by the Intrigues of one Galigni, an 
Attendant and Confident of the Queen.

He was Governor of Peronne, Roie, Mondidier, 
and Normandy, and fortified Quillebeuf, notwithftanding 
the Parliament had forbid it. He. got the 
Government of Pont de / Arche, and endeavoured alfo 
to poflefs himfelf of Hawre de Grace, He became Firff 
Gegtleman of the King’s Bedchamber, and Maral of 
France. In hort, he had ufurped the fupreme Power 
of the Kingdom, and, as the King complains, left him 
notbing but a Name. 

Tuts Defcription of Maral d Ancre’s Greatnefs is 
no-where to be found in Fog. He difguifes this enor- 
mous Power, that the Reader may think the Marjbaf 
owed his Fate to no other Provocation than what is 
given by ordinary Minifterial Greatnets. 

He fupprefles the diitinguifhing Circumftance of his 
Life, that he came into Power by removing the Duke 
de Sully, the TREasuRreR oF THE Kinopom, upon 
whote Removal the Date de Rohan, in his excellent Me- 
meirs, obferves, ‘That his Services to his Country 
‘ procured him the Ill-will of many People; for, fays 
* be, eminent Virtue, fuch as his was, accompanied 
* with Favour, is fubject co Envy ; an Evil as frequent 

amongit Men as it is unworthy of thofe who make 
Profetlion of Honour: Many therefore were inclined 
to lay him afide, and for divers Reafons; fome to fix 
their own Authority in the Government of the State, 
and to remove from them a Man fo exaét in his 
Office, who gave them Reafon to be ashamed of 
themf{elves ; fome from the particular Ill-will which 
they bore him; the Marfoal d’ Ancre, becaufe this 
great Man was the Hinderance of his ambitions De- 
igns ; and the reft, becdufe they thought him too 
good a Manager of the Publick Treafure. At lengths 
iays the fame Author, Experience fhewed, that this 
proved the Ruin of the State: The Treafures were 
drained, the Stores fquandered, and the Comparifon 
of the miferable Condition of France foon after, to 
the flourifhing Effate in which the Duke de Sully lete 
it, too plainly demonitrated how prejudicial his Re- 
moval proved to the Kingdom.’ | 
Tue afafinating Li in Foc having darkened 
the Story of his Rife, and fuppreffed the Circumftance 
of his Oppofition to that oui cae Minifter the Intendant 
of the Finances, whom he fupplanted, is equally difin- 
genuous in the Dail of his Adminiftration.

‘ prudence, or many Enemies, may become the Aver- 
* fion of the People, and pafs for a very wicked Man. 
« Acunning, malicious and powerful Enemy will make the 
© Mob getizeve Many Lies. Nay, fays the fame 
* candid M. Bayle, I believe many ‘Things have been 
* {trained concerning that unfortunate Frorentine, and 
* that no fewer Obftacles mult be overcome to difcover 
* the Properties of the Load Stone, than to know exaétly 
*‘ and with the niceft Dittinétion, Concini [ Marfhal

I told them long enough ago, that they would dou ell 
toreturn to Italy. Nor ought it ever to be forgotten, that 
She, who confented to the Murdey of one Minifter, 
for the Sake of introducing another, was brought to 
Deftruétion by the new Creature of her Power, and 
the Cardinal de Ricweriev, whom fhe raifed up in 
the Room of d Ancre, cauied the King her Son to 
arreft and imprifon her, forced her into Exile, drove 
her from Country to Country, a Royal Vagabond, 
and fuffered her to die milerably at Colyne. Such was 
her End.
